The bntchere and owneie of slaughter 


houses are in a happy frame of mind to- 
day, becaase Justice Peddecord this 
morning gave a decision against the City 
of Decatnr in the slunghter house 
nuisance oases, which have been engag- 
ing the attention of tbe public for some 
months. It was on complaint of H. H. 
Wise, one of the sufferers, that J. O. 
Danzaisen & Son, and Fullenwider & 
Hal!, were arrested on a city warrant for 
violating; tha prohibitory ordinance in 
relation to the existence of slaughter 
houses within the city limits. 
The ordi- 


nance also provides tbat snob slaughter 
houses shall 
not have a resting 


place 
ut 
any 
point 
lees 
than 


a mile beyond the city limits. 
In 


Jest ice Hammer's court the def« 
made a motion to have the cams dii 
missed because of the alleged illegality 
of the ordinance. Attorneys Lee and 
Ewing for the city, and Attorneys I. R 
Mills and I. A. Buckingham for the de- 
fendants, addressed tbe court at length 
on the points at issue, and when the 
arguments were finished th* court saic 
he would not pass on the question, bnl 
would leave that matter to the judgment 
of the circuit or appellate court judges 
Thereupon a change ot venue was taken 
to Justice Feddsoord's court, when the 
defense offered a motion to have the 
ordinance exolnded because it was 
alleged to be illegal—not drawn correctly 
under the provisions of the statutes, 
The lawyers had to go over the entire 
argument again, and Peddecord gave a 
solid day and a half to the hearing. He 
could not give his decision last even- 
ng. 
He took it under consideration 


nntil 9 o'clock this morning, when he 
)ut a st jp to all pnrther proceedings by 
declaring that under the statutes the 
ordinance is illegal and cannot stand. It 
s a technical point which makes tbe 
butchers happy. Two separate sections 
of the statute were used to formulate 
.he ordinance, and the lawyers for tbe 
defense claim tbat therefore the ordi- 
nance is illegal and of no effect. That 
was the way that Justice Peddecord 
ooked at the matter, 


Attorney Lee for the rity gave notice 


:hat he wonld take an appeal to tbe 
mrcnit court. 


The ordinance m its present form, if it 


lonld be enforced, and there is no oer- 
ainty that in tho end it will not be, is 
very objectionable to the bntchere. They 
lo not object to rroving ont of the city, 
int they do not cure to shoulder all of 
be expense and responsibility. 
All 


will admit that slaughter houses are 


public necessity. 
Without them 


under a prohibitory 
ordinance we 


wonld all have to eat pressed beef, 
anned goods or fish, salt and fresh, and 


t markets wonld be wiped ont of 


existence. The butchers say their slaugh- 
ter house plants cost anywhere from 
(6,000 to 810,000 eaod, and that a remova1 


wonld entail heavy expense; still they 
ar« willing to go if suitable locations can 
be found. Then they wonld favor city 
regulation of the houses.

mines in the Lake. Superior district 
12,000 men are now idle and the times 
are the worst since tbe dark days ot 1872.

ment at Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 4 to 9, 
are sanguine aa to the ability of their 
city to entertain tad can for all on that 
occasion. On Monday, ths opening day. 
the veterana will arrive acd be escorted 
to their quarters. Tuesday the grand 
parade takes place. The businece ses- 
sions of the encampment will begin on 
Wednesday. On ThuitxMj then will be 
• parade of all Indiana soldiers, headed 
by the National Guard, fa this parade 
the old bsttls-flagr, now in their oases in 
the state eapitol, will appear for the last 
time. On Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday then will be reunion*, cnmpnres, 
and other forms of entertainment. The 
evenings of the week will be devoted to 
pleasurable features—eleotrio illumina- 
tions, fireworks, street demonstrations, 
etc. One evening will be devoted to an 
exhibition of war pageantry, a new fear 
tore of entertainment at encampments. 
The committee claim to be prepared to 
spend •160,000 in the entertainment of 
the visiting veterans. Indianapolis ia 
only thirty miles from the center of pop- 
ulation of the United States. It is the 
second from the center of the member- 
ship of the Grand Army of th« Bapublic, 
Chicago being without doubt nearest to 
the center of the membership of 450,000 
comrades. The railroad companies are 
pledged to low rates tor this encamp- 
ment. These rates will b» the lowest 
granted this year. Worjtfa fair tickets 
will have special stopover privileges at 
Indianapolis. The oitieens of Indianap- 
olis tie gebefouB in their hospitality. 
IJonaaa w$ 'be open to veterans at mod- 
erfte pjtee. Grand Army posts, both 
east Snd west, bad quarters engaged 
months ago. A large tone of clerks is 
kept busy semiring quarters and arrang- 
ing (or the entertainment of the veter- 
ans, tneir fsmllies and Wends. It is 
probable that the Maoon oonnty oom 
rades will go over in eeveral special 
coaches.

Mr. D. O. Imboden, a prominent Brain 
exporter, enggeate as a preventive, also 
(rare, for tight money, oonseqaent eror- 
bitant rates ot intcrat and financial die- * 
(met, that the banks ot eaob state or- 
ganize themselves iato c general gnarau- 
tee loan or dealing amoiatioa, with 
headquarters at its financial center, tor 
th» purpose that whan the awxiution 
teela that sufficient cash is not incircn- 
laton in the state absolutely neoaanry 
tor it* commercial purposes s bank in 
the association may apply to the ajnnnin 
tion tor a ninety days' loan. It the asso- 
ciation feel* the situation justifies the 
loan being nude aad approve* the col- 
lateral, the association accept lame, and 
against it issues to the government its 
ninety days' debenture bond or note it 
6 per cent interest. The government on 
receipt otthiB bond or not* ot the MO- 
elation delivers currency -tor ,the tarn 
amount, and the laaneiaUon delivers the 
same to the bank for whom the loan was 
secured, the association, tooting to the 
collateral they holey deposited by the 
bunk and also the hank, white each and 
all the bkoka ig the aseooiatum are re- 
sponsible to the government. At matu- 
rity the loan to be paid back to tbe gov- 
ernment in onrrenoy and name (the cur- 
rency) be canceled. 
_ "Let proper laws," said Mr. Imboden, 
*'be enacted tor the enforcement ot pay- 
ment ot loans ao made by the govern- 
ment. Let the bank association ot each 
state enact it* own laws and role* gov- 
erning itaelt. Each state knowing it* 
wants and conditions beet, let the aseo- 
oiation of each state control and deter- 
mine absolutely its actions a* to when 
circumstances justify money being thus 
secured and loaned, and also as to tbe 
purpose the money is put to by tbe bank 
rewiring it. By leaving each association 
to thru have direction ot Hi own affair* 
it will prevent any politic! from coming 
in, and consequently require but little it 
any attention by the government. The 
local banks, who are daily in oloee touch 
with the commerce ot the state ia every 
day practical bnsjnessj dealing*, know 
beat to whom and tor what purpose 
loans should be made and the value ot 
the collateral!. A bank could not poe- 
eibly get a loan on collateral not abeo- 
Intelr good, fas the >nodaHon (all the 
banks) would look well to avoid being 
called upon to make good a loan secured 
tor onebank." 


A Peooliftr People. 


It is stated that over ia Moaltne 


oonnty there lives a oolony of peculiar 
people. Their garb ia BO odd as to at- 
tract attention: tbe men wear black 
clothes and broad black hate, while the 
Rood looking girls dress in plain black 
calico and wear black Shaker bonnet*. 
They reside southwest ot Arthur, in 
Lowe township, and are ot a German 
Beet known IB Omwh Mennonitea. 
The 


settlement contains about 350 ot these 
people, and two chinches an required to 
accommodate them. They talk a sort ot 
a German dialect, or "Pennsylvania 
Dutch," oa they call it, whioh cannot be 
well understood by either the Oorm&ns 
or the Dutch. They are all American 
born, because Mennonite* have for more 
than 100 years been established in 
America, originally in Pennsylvania. 
Their children are educated in the pub- 
lic schools and the peculiar garb whioh 
they wear ia more ot a custom than ot a 
religions belief. They never permit the 
men to marry outside of the church. 
But few will ever take an oath and ant 
aa a witness, but they are divided sharply 
in politics. 


Do Hot Like the Law. 


The St. Louis business men and insur- 


ance agents are very much annoyed 'at 
the working of a new insurance law 
passed by the Illinois legislature and 
which went into effect the let of July. 
It not only out* oft an immense amount 
of bnitnesB from St. Louis agents, but it 
also deprive* tbe stale of several thous- 
and dollar* in taxes to which it in really 
entitled. The new law provides that no 
agent or person a non-resident ot the 
state of IKmoia can write an insurance 
policy in the state, and now the policies 
must be written by resident agents, duly 
licensed by the state ot Illinois. The 
penalty imposed for the violation of the 
law is the expulsion of the particular 
company whose policy was Blued, and 
no more policies for that company oan 
be issued in the state by any of its 
agent*.

Arrested, with His Wife, by the 


Detroit Police. 


PRACTISED MURDER AS iPSDFESSIOH 


And Cheated All Who Trusted Him, 


Having &n Able Assistant in His 


Wife—Both Are Charged 


with Murderr 


TOLEDO, O., July 14.—Chief of Police 


Raitz of this city never read a teWrajti 
with such grim satisfaction as the o$e 
received yesterday morning1 from De- 
troit police officials announcing the ar- 
rest of Dr. C. W. Meyer, alias Wayler. 
The chief left for Detroit on the 10 
o'clock train yesterday morninff, a$d 
will try to bring Wayler and wife to 
Toledo without a requisition. If the 
prisoner refuses to come, a requisition 
will be obtained from Gov. McKinley. 


Wayler Came here first in June, 1893, 


employed a girl named Mary Neiss, and 
tried to insure her in the Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. as Mrs. Wayler, but it 
fell through. The real Mrs. Wayler 
took Miss Neiss to Detroit and got her 
insured in the Equitable Life tfor 85,- 
000. 
Wayler then went from Toledo 


to South Bend, Ind., and started a 
bucket shop. He arranged with his 
partner to defraud his customers, the 
plan being for the partner to skip out 
and Wayler to announce that he had 
taken the funds. This the partner did, 
but before leaving- Mary Neiss was 
taken sick, and he warned her that she 
was being poisoned. It was doubtless 
only a well-founded suspicion, but was 
sufficient to accomplish the purpose, 
and Mary Neiss escaped from the doc* 
tor and his wife. 


Wayler returned here last February 


and early in April occurred the mys- 
terious death of the young woman he 
had led the Detroit insurance people to 
believe was his wife. When the sup- 
posed murder was discovered he was 
not to be found. At the subsequent 
investigation by the coroner, he and 
his wife, the woman now under arrest 
at Detroit, were charged in the ver- 
dict that was returned with murder in 
the first degree. 


A FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT. 


Six or Sevan Persons Killed and Many 


Injured in a Collision. 


NEWBUKSH, N. •¥., July 14.—The 


West Shore day express, No. 1, due 
here at 13:04 p. m. yesterday, was 
wrecked in the West Shore yard in the 
southern part of the city. Six or seven 
persons were killed and 'fifteen or 
twenty injured. Two of the dead had 
each an arm torn out. 


The engineer of the day express was 


interviewed soon after the accident. 
He'says, as was his custom, he shut off 
steam just before reaching the scene 
of the accident, and was running at the 
rate of forty miles an hour. Just as he 
reached the switch he felt a jar, and 
his engine seemed to rear right up into 
the air. He realised at once that he 
was off the track and whistled for 
brakes. Before the brakes took effect 
his ingine crashed into the freight en 
gine. The signal was all right, show- 
ing that the switch was closed. 


A few days ngo fo:ir cars of a freight 


train left the rails in the satue place. 


It is said that an examination rsliows 


a fresh fracture of the frog, probably 
caused by the engine in running off 
the track.

A New Interpretation of the Sherman 
I*w. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—It is under- 


stood that tHe treasury department 
holds that it is not required by theiSher- 
man law to .purchase 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver each month. The law reads: 
"The secretary of the treasury is hereby 
directed to purchase, from time to 
time, silver bullion to the aggregate of 
4,500,000 ounces, or so much thereof as 
may be offered in each month at the 
market price thereof, etc." 


Under this construction, if the price 


does not suit the department, it is 
held that purchases need not be made 
in any special month so long as the 
aggregate is maintained. The deci- 
sion as to what the market price is is 
made by the director of the mint, who 
makes the purchase. The acting df4 
rector of the mint expects to got his 
full quota this month.

Repke, who confessed and implicated 
twelve others in the murder of Albert 
Molitor at Rogers City in 1875, lias been 
found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree.

as well as other stock. The receipts 
and sales have been high, but the fact 
Jhat the place was mainly a clearing- 
house did not give it the desired im- 
portance. 
Packing-houses that kill 


md dress and then ship to the market 
arc consumers, and they vastly reduce 
the visible supply of stock; whereas, to 
merely receive, sell and ship live stock 
attaches a lesser degree of importance 
Lo a place. 


The first active step at the yards was 


in 1890, when the St. Louis Dressed 
Beef Co. was sold to Nelson Morris & 
Co. The former had done only a mod- 
erate business, but Morris & Co. en- 
larged the plant and took hold of mat- 
ters with a vim. They now have a 
slaughtering and ^dressing capacity of 
over t.OOO cattle a day, besides their 
dealings in sheep and hogs, and often- 
limes the establishment is pusiied to 
.ts utmost. This large industry was a 
jreat step toward material progress, 
yet it was felt that this market was 
far from what it ou^ht to be, from 
the advantages afforded by its nat- 
iral 
position, etc. It 
remained 


for 
Swift 
& 
Co., the 
greatest 


sandlers of dressed beef 
in the 


world, to give things at least a satlsf ac- 
;orj[ impetus, and this the new estab- 
lishment will impart. Swift & Co. 
bought the old Whittaker plant, which 
tos been completely rewodeled, and 
besides this they have added several 
new large buildings, the whole being 
fitted with the latest improved facili- 
ties for the business, so that no pack- 
ing house in the country is as well 
equipped as regards expedition and 
economy. This company has twenty- 
five acres of ground within the stock 
yards 
inelosure, 
and 
has 
plans 


whereby all of this large space will, 
be consumed. The concern handles 
cattle, shoep and hogs and slaughters 
and dresses them with surprising dis- 
patch. 
The meats and the by-prod- 


acts go direct from here to all parts of 
the world. The financial outlay thus 
far is nearly $750,000, and a significant 
tact is that several of the buildings 
iiave but temporary inclosures at one 
end. the object evidently being to easily 
admit of their extension. Now that 
the swift plant is well under way it 
will be found a very important factor 
in building up the St. Louis market to 
the point it deserves. 


Right on top of this event comes the 


report that Nelson Morris & Co. are to 
make a big extension to their works in 
order to accommodate the rapidly 
growing business. 
Some days ago 


there was recorded at Belleville a 
transfer of about sixteen acres o€ 
ground from the National Stock Yards 
Co. to Morris & Co. It is stated that 
Mr. Morris believes this market to be 
onu of the best, and, in fact, that it 
promises to be the leading one.
